For Museum 


Officials Predict 
Record Attendance 


Palm Springs Desert Museum will open Its doors 
for the 1959-60 season at 10 a.m., Friday, Oct. 16, an­ 
ticipating an even more active year than the 1958-59 
all-time record of more than 60,000 people. 
This will mark the beginning of 
the museum's 21st year as an in­ 
corpora led 
non-profit 
institution, 
and its second year of operation 
in the new building at 135 East 
Tahquitz Drive. 


DURING THE summer months, 
the museum staff has completely 
reorganized and refurbished 
the 
exhibit hall; the number of dis­ 
plays has been almost doubled 
over last year and includes sev­ 
eral additions of an unusual char­ 
acter. 
An innovation this year is the 
showing of at least two "travel­ 
ing" exhibits—exhibits assembled 
by gnother museum and booked 
for L-mporary showing around the 
country. 


THE FIRST OF these traveling 
exhibit «nit be installed juet be­ 
fore the Desert Museum's opening 
date and will be on view unbl 
Nov. 15. Entitled "Arte of South­ 
ern California: Prehistoric and In­ 
digenous Indian Art." the exhibit 
was assembled by the Long Beach 
Museum of Art. and 
haa 
been 
shown in only eight or nine select 
museums across the country dur­ 
ing the last year. 
It consists of a 
collection of 
about 
120 
items, 
representing 
what experts in the field consider 
the finest examples of workman­ 
ship of the Southern California 
Indians. 


THIS, TOGETHER with other 
•pecial exhibits during the sea­ 
son. will have preview showings 
for museum members and special 
guests before the opening to the 
general public. 
The museum's other regular ac­ 
tivities will get under way in No­ 
vember. The Tuesday evening il­ 
lustrated 
science 
lectures 
will 
again be under the auspices of 
the Adult Education program of 
the High School. Friday and Sat­ 
urday evening events will be of 
the 
live'' type as presented last 
year, with a number of outstand­ 
ing speakers already scheduled to 
appear.

Brown yesterday indicated t h a t 
the state may well intervene in the 
three-cornered

embroiling the new College of the 
Desert. 
Governor Brown yesterday told 
The Desert Sun that he will im­ 
mediately investigate the j u n ¡ o r 
college site, the California Aero­ 
nautics Commission and Hotelman 
Hank Gogerty's charges against 
the site. 


THE GOVERNOR also Indicated 
that he is “very interested” in 
charges 
by 
the 
junior college 
Board of Trustees that the CAB 
yielded to pressures of "special in­ 
terests" to produce an unfavora­ 
ble report on the college site. 
An objective observer yesterday 
handed the governor a thick sheaf 
of documents that included the 
original CAC report, the college 
board's statement attacking th e 
report and an aerial map showing 
the relationship between the col­ 
lege site and Gogerty's Palm Des­ 
ert Airpark. 
"I am very interested in t h i s 
problem." the governor said. "We 
have quite a few problems like this 
and we may make a test case of 
tnis issue." 


GOVERNOR BROWN was pre 
sented with the documents a n d 
apprised of tha local situation fol­ 
lowing his meeting at La Quinta 
yesterday with President Eisen­ 
hower. 
He turned the papers over to 
his executive secretary, Frederick 
G Dutton, and pledged an immedi­ 
ate investigation following his re­ 
turn to Sacramento. 
The governor was particularly 
concerned 
with 
the 
complaint 
against the CAC and charges that 
the college site is within tha flight 
patterns of the airpark.

U.S. Rocket 


Project Lags 


Due to Funds 


BOSTON HJPI) — The U n i t e d 
States is developing a rocket at 
least twice as powerful as those 
believed used by Russia 
in 
its 
space efforts but the American 
project is lagging a year behind 
because of insufficient funds, rock­ 
et expert Dr. Wernher von Braun 
said Monday night. 
Von Braun, chief of the Army's 
rockets and missiles program, told 
newsmen b e f o r e addressing a 
business group that the nation’s 
penny-.pinchlTig policies were kill­ 
ing U. S. chances of overtaking 
Russia in the space race. 
"We could catch up if we spend 
enough money to do it.” he said. 
"We could go faster if we g o t 
the funds we,asked for. But we 
get only about 50 per cent.” 
Von Braun said the rocket un­ 
der development, called Project 
Saturan, would have engines capa­ 
ble of developing thrust of 1.500,­ 
000 pounds, "about four t i m e s 
greater than our largest intercon­ 
tinental ballistic missile and about 
tw ice as great as the p o w e r 
plants we think the Russians have 
used in their space program."

President Eisenhower today in­ 
voked the Taft-Hartley 
Act to 
force an end to the dock strike 
which, lie charged, will "imperii 
the national health and safety’’ if 
it is permitted to continue. 
The

signed an executive order creat­ 
ing a board of inquiry to report 
by Oct. 10 on the labor dispute 
which has snarled millions of dol­ 
lars in shipping from New York 
to California unce last Wednes­ 
day. 


PRESIDENTIAL PRESS Secre­ 
tary James Hageriy said this is 
the opening step in application of 
the Ta/t-Hartley Act to a labor- 
management dispute. It could lead 
to an injunction which would halt 
the dock tie-up for at least 80 
days. 
At the same time, the President 
indicated, through Hageriy, that 
his paiience is wearing thin over 
the steel strike, which he now re­ 
gards as a "trial of strength" be­ 
tween two groups. 
“The President asked me to saf 
that this is not the collective bar­ 
gaining which ia an instrument 
of an instrument open to free 
people in major economic dis­ 
putes,' Hageriy told a press con­ 
fuente this morning.

NEW YORK (CPI i — Construc­ 
tion in I960 is going io set ■ new 
high record, according to the an­ 
nual forecast of Architectural Fo­ 
rum 
If it does, it will he the 16th 
annua] record in a row And that 
in itself is something of a record. 
The rise over 1959 is expected 
to be small—1.5 per cent in cur­ 
rent dollars, and 0 5 per cent in 
1967-49 prices. 


IT’S A SMALL gam because 


I 1959 was so big. The 1939 con­ 
struction figure is placed at M 9 
billion, a jump of 11 8 per cent 
over 193*. That s three and a half 
times the average increase of the 
past few years and more than 
| twice the most optimistic predic- 
, Lon. 
The FOnim expects I960 build­ 
ing to reach *33" billion, wilh 
private building at *39 3 billion, 
up almosl 2 per cent and public 
at *16.4 billion, up only 0.3 per 
cent. 


THE I960 RISE 
is 
slated 
to 
come without benefit of a rise in 
housing 
Forum estimates that privately- 
financed one and two fatfuly starts 
probably will fall 11 per cent from 
1.112.000 units in 1939 to 990.000 
in 1960. 
However, it points out, expendi­ 
tures for housing will fall less— 


I about 6 per cent—because of a 
big carryover of work begun in 
1939 and the trend toward larger, 
higher quality, and more expen­ 
sive liotncs. 


THE GIANT SIZE of the 1959 
building figure 
wss 
caused 
in 
large part by government use of 
construction as an anu-recession 
tool, it is pointed out. 
Hence, the Forum suggests the 
years 1939 and 1S60 be taken to­ 
gether for appraising the trend. 
Mow that the industry is back 
i to a more normal basis and no 
longer an anti-recession tool, the 
Forum wonders if it were worth 
while to use this industry as a 
pump primer. 


“IN A MAJOR recession,” says 
the Forum, "federal pump-prim­ 
ing with construction doUars may 
benefit the economy and the in­ 
dustry alike, but In a minor re­ 
cession like that of 1957-58 it may 
do both more economic harm than 
good."

To Motorists 


Return to standard time is add­ 
ing an additional hazard for mo­ 
torists driving home from work, 
Capt. Lloyd W. Watson of the In­ 
dio Area office of the California 
Highway Patrol noted today. 
"All during 
the summer, 
the 
family breadwinner generally had 
broad day light in which to com­ 
bat 
homeward

traffic,"

change from daylight saving time 
to standard time, dusk is begin­ 
ning to fall as most workers leave 
for home.

Recession 
Predicted by 
Union Chiefs 


Ike's Administration 
Lashed by Labor 
A t Senate Session 


W'ASHINGTON (UPI) 
- 
T!i« 
AFL-CIO has predicted that an­ 
other recession will occur in the 
next few years "if the current 
drift of national economic policies 
and developments is 
not halteJ 
quickly.” 
The prediction was made before 
a special Senate committee w hid 
opened an extensive investigatio! 
into why the United State* .has 
heavy unemployment in an era of 
general prosperity. 
The labor organization charged 
that policies adopted by the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
h a v e 
"slowed down the advance of the 
economy” and caused heavy un­ 
employment in a period of general 
prosperity. 
*■ 
But the U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
m erce said "A certain amount of 
unemployment is normal and in­ 
evitable.” It said the government 
could not possibly eliminate all 
unemployment "nor is it feasible 
to attem pt to do so." 
The special Senate committee 
was created in the closing days 
of the recent congressional ses­ 
sion to study unemployment. 
Andrew J. Biemieller. AFL-CIO 
legislative director, told the com­ 
mittee 
that 
administration 
eco­ 
nomic policies were "specifically 
designed 
to 
curtail 
economic 
growth and the creation of new 
job opportunities." 
The policies represent a threat 
that the current upturn from the 
1958 recession may be soon un­ 
dermined and the basis for a new 
recession established,’ 
be 
said. 
Biemieller said the fact that al­ 
most three and 
a 
half million 
workers, or about five out of ev­ 
ery hundred, were unemployed in 
August, “ is one of the many sad 
commentaries on these times of 
government complacency.” 
However. Walter 
D. 
Fackier, 
spokesman for the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce, warned 
that 
“In 
seeking remedies to one set of 
problems, we 
must 
always 
b e 
careful that we do not create oth­ 
er. perhaps worse, problems." He 
said government programs often 
"turn out to be the worst possible 
long-term ventures.” 
He said the committee should 
try to distinguish between unem­ 
ployment which is an "unneces­ 
sary evil" and joblessness which 
is normal in a free economy.

CBS Televi­ 
sion Network executive producer, 
came out of the inner office and 
saw Eastwood. 


HE HUSTLED CUnt

own office, and a few minutes la­ 
ter Clint had an appointment to 
read for the part. 
Sparks had, at the moment he 
came out of his office, been dis­ 
cussing "Rawhide" casting prob­ 
lems 
with 
Producer - Director 
Charles Marquis 
Warren. 
Later 
Clint read for and clinched the 
role. 
But Clint is 
becoming 
accus­ 
tomed to this sort of thing. It 
was a draft notice that got him 
into the movies, before his tele­ 
vision career. 


A UNIVERSAL - International 
filan company was shooting on lo­ 
cation at Fort Ord. Calif., where 
Eastwood was 
undergoing
